INDIANAPOLIS 
— Indiana 
holds a finger-in-the-wind presiden 
tial primary today that tests the 
farm belt political appeal of Presi­ 
dent Eisenhower and Sen. Estes 
Kefauver of Tennessee. 
The results can be important or 
comparatively 
meaningless, 
de 
pending on whether major shifts 
of voting sentiment develop behind 
the closed curtains of the more 
than 4,000 polling places in this 
usually Republican state. 
While leaders of both parties 
agreed 
that 
some disoontended 
Hoosier farmers would switch al 
legiance from the GOP to the Dem­ 
ocrats, signs of any spectacular 
ballot swing were lacking in ad­ 
vance of the voting. 
In fact, voter interest had ap 
peared to be definitely on the 
listless side right along, although 
this was the first chance in 28 
y ears for Hoosiers to vote in a 
presidential preference primary . 
The apathy was attributed main 
ly to a lack of contests. Kefauver’s 
name was all alone on the Demo 
cratic preferential ballot. Eisen 
bower’s was listed on the Republi 
can ballot beneath that of Lar 
(America 
First) 
Daly , Chicago 
furniture manufacturer, who of 
fered only nominal opposition. 
Secretary 
of 
State 
Crawford 
Parker figured the total vote was 
likely to be a light 650,000. 
Kefauver has said he was hoping 
to pull at least 41 per cent of the 
total. That was the percentage 
Adlai Stevenson got when he lost 
to President Eisenhower in the 
general election in 1952. 
Parker, a Republican, cstimatec 
425,000 Republican ballots would 
be cast and 225,000 Democratic, a 
ratio of approximately 65 per cent 
to 35 per cent. 
But Republican State Chairman 
Alvin C. Cast said that ”I’U be 
happy if we get 55 or 56 per cent 
although I’m hoping for much 
more, of courae.” 
Democratic 
S t a t • Chairman 
Charles Skillen stood by a quali 
fied forecast of a record 285,000 
Democratic primary ballots. The 
qualification: 
“ If the weather is so the farmer 
can work, we won’t get that kind 
of vote. He is two or three weeks 
behind now.’* 
Said the weatherman: cool but 
fair, probably just about right for 
catching up in the fields. 
Regardless of how many voters 
turn out or how they ballot, Ke­ 
fauver is sure of 26 Indiana votes 
Eisenhower will have 32 at the 
on the first ballot at the Democrat 
ic National Convention in August 
Eisenhower will have 32 at the 
Republicari convention. 
Hoosiers also chose today can­ 
didates for the 11 seats in the U.S 
House of Representatives and del 
egates to the Democratic and 
Republican state conventions next 
month. It Is the state convention 
which will select delegates to the 
national conventions, along with 
candidates for U.S. senator anc 
governor.

'This compared favorably with 
the election last y ear at which a 
110-million-doUar bond issue pub­ 
lic improvement program was ap­ 
proved. 
A total vote of 125,000 has been 
predicted by Joseph P. Uxa, chief 
clerk of the board of election 
commissioners. Polling places in 
the 787 precincts will open at 6 
a. m. and close at 7 p. m. (ODT.) 
Partly cloudy weather was fore­ 
cast.

Warren McGhee, 
both airmen stationed at Whiteman 
Air Force Base, were accused of 
the fatal shooting of James Charles 
Bay lor, Jr., Dec. 26 in front of 
121 West Main. McGhee was ac­ 
quitted May 2 on a court-directed 
jury verdict. 
Bay lor, who was 37, was shot 
three times as he escorted two 
women, Mrs. Louise Binkley , 35, 
of 305 East Jefferson, and Mrs. 
Dorothy Sheppard, 39, of Chicago, 
111., to a Christmas dance at the 
Abbott Recreational Parlor, which 
was being held by the Tiger Red 
Club, a women’s organization. 
Several witnesses said that Hol­ 
mes and Bay lor exchanged words 
and the shooting followed. 
The 
coroner later testified that one of 
the bullets pierced Bay lor’s heart 
and a lung, causing fatal hemor­ 
rhage, Bay lor staggered into the 
recreational parlor, was lifted onto 
some chairs and died a few min­ 
utes later. 
McGhee and Holmes drove off 
in a car but were stopped by the 
Air Police when they arrived at 
the gate to Whiteman Air Force 
Base and placed in custody .

the glove compartment of the car, 
Bay lor is survived by his wife, 
three children and his mother, all 
of Sedalia. 


Ty dings 
Gets New 
Cha nce 


Co uld Rega in Sea t 
Fro m Jo hn Butler 
Who Wo n After 
Sena te Inquiry 


B.ALTIMORE -jn—MUlard E. Ty - 
dings 
apparently 
has 
won 
a 
chance to regain his old seat in 
the Senate from the man who took 
it from him six y ears ago. 
“I’m a tired boy .” the 66-y ear- 
old political veteran confided early 
today after satisfy ing himself he 
had won in y esterday ’s primary 
election. 
Nearly complete, unofficial re­ 
turns gave him a narrow edge 
over George P. Mahoney for the 
Democratic nomination. Mahoney 
refused to admit defeat, y et, how 
ever. 
Sen. Jo'hn Marshall Butler won 
overwhelmingly in his bid for Re­ 
publican renomination. 
Ty dings served as Senator for 
24 y ears before his defeat in 1%0 
by Butler. It came shortly after 
a special Senate Investigating sub­ 
committee headed 
by 
Ty dings 
failed to substantiate charges by 
Sen. McCarthy (R-Wis.) that Co m- 
nwnists were in the State Depart­ 
ment, McCarthy said the commit­ 
tee’s report was a “whitewash.” 
Butler, in his campaign, sup­ 
ported McCarthy ’s stand. McCar­ 
thy supporters backed him. 
Reports from 1,261 of 1,277 poll­ 
ing places gave Ty dings 138,915 
votes, Mahoney 131,219 . Since they 
were tied 76-76 in nominating unit 
votes, similar to the Electoral Col­ 
lege votes in presidential elec­ 
tions, the popular vote would be 
the deciding factor. This is the 
first unit vote tie in Mary land 
history . 
Besides balloting in the Senate 
primary , the state’s Democrats al­ 
so threw their 18 presidential nom- 
i n a t i n g votes to Sen. Estes 
Kefauver. But with no one running 
against him, Kefauver’s margin 
was 
unexpectedly 
narrow. 
’The 
opposition was an “uninstructed” 
delegation. 
In returns from 1,147 polling 
places he drew 9 8,539 votes. More 
than half as many 
50,59 5 — 
were cast in favor sending the del­ 
egation to Chicago next August 
without commitments to any can­ 
didate. 
By comparison, 
Kefauver re­ 
ceived 137,885 in Mary land four 
y ears ago, and 46,361 votes were 
cast for an uninstructed delega­ 
tion. 
President Eisenhower, also unop­ 
posed 
in 
y esterday ’s 
primary , 
piled up 48,320 votes with 9 % poll­ 
ing places reported. Only 2.378 
Republicans voted for an unin­ 
structed delegation. 
Neither write-in voting nor cross­ 
ing of party lines is allowed in 
Mary land, where Democrats out­ 
number Republicans by 752,500 to 
316,9 16. Eisenhower carried the 
state against Adlai Stevenson in 
1952 by 49 9 ,424 to 39 5,337.

And he told reporters he planned 
to veto some of the items but gave 
no hint where the axe would fall 
The question came up at Don 
nelly ’s news conference when he 
was asked for comment on a state­ 
ment last night by Lon Hocker, 
Republican candidate for gover­ 
nor. Hocker said in

(KOMU-'TV) interview he thought 
there was “a serious legal ques­ 
tion” whether the governor had 
the right to veto or cut any of the 
bond issue allotments. 
Hocker expressed the hope the 
governor would not cut any of the 
items, despite the fact the Legis­ 
lature did not vote all the money 
for the State Penitentiary that the 
administration had requested. 
Donnelly said there was no ques­ 
tion in his mind about his right 
to trim the amounts. He said he 
had not delved into the legal de­ 
tails, but he thought they were 
just like any other appropriations 
where he has the constitutional 
power to cut or knock out items. 
The special legislative session to 
allot funds from the bond issue 
approved by the voters Jan. 24 
ended April 27, The governor had 
45 day s from that time to act on 
the bills but he said today he did 
not know when that would be.

Why no t keep it that way ? 
To do so means co nfo rmance to the 
speed laws by all.

Wa sh in g to n Merry-Go -Ro u n d — 
FDR Rebuked ‘Influence’ Lawy ers

WASHINGTON — The issue in the case of 
Murray Chotiner, campaign manager and per- 
lonal attorney for Vice Presid ent Nix on, is 
q uite simple. 
It can be best und erstood by 
making some comparisons. 
Comparison No. 1 — In 19 » , shortly after 
Franklin Roosevelt took office, several important 
Democrats who had helped elect him came to 
Washington and set up law offices. They started 
to practice law legitimately , but naturally their 
position of influence helped their Uw practice. 
Presid ent Roosevelt then announced that if 
they were to practice law they would have to 
resign from the Democratic national committ^. 
They had every right to practice law, he said , 
but not to use the Democratic national commit­ 
tee as a means of getting business. 
I was in FDR’s press co nference when he 
made this statement. I recall that so me Dem­ 
o cratic stalwarts who had helped elect him 
didn’t like this at all. 0. Max Gardner, Demo ­ 
cratic co mmitteeman fro m No rth Carplina, said 
the President was quite right and resigned im­ 
mediately . But Arthur MuUen o f Nebraska call­ 
ed at the White Ho use and squawked befo re he 
wo uM resign. Others v dw resigned were Ro bert 
Jackso n o f New Hampshire and Bruce Kram« r 
o f Mo ntana. a& o a the Demo cratic natkmal co m- 


Co mpari« » ! No . t — Harry Trumaa co o tlnued 
the Ro o aev eR rula. Ho wev er, he go t ameared 
wbaa an atto rn^ named Co l. James Hunt, using 
an ao to gr^rfied pho to giv en him by Truman, 
sttfted using Truman’i name. Trumaa actually 
had no thing to do with Hunt. 
Thia waa the first big fiv e-percenter ease, and 
the aame Senate co mmittee whidi treated Cho - 
tiner so gently was ruthless in pro bing fiv e- 
percenter Hunt. The same co mmittee also ro de 
ro ughAo d o v er Gen. Harry Vaughan fo r mak­ 
ing pho ne calls fro m the White Ho use o n behalf 
o f Jo hn Marago n and friends, just as did Char­ 
ley Willis and Max Rabb fo r Murray Cho tiner. 
The same Senate co mmittee did no t press Cho ­ 
tiner fo r the names o f the clients fo r who m the 
pho ne calls were mad e. 
This column was the first to ex pose Vaughan 
s 
and Maragon’f influence operations, and I per­ 
sonally testified before the Senate committee. 
This was the root reason why I was called some 
choice names by the White House. 
Comparison No. 8 — Murray Chotiner is just 
as much a part of the Republican committee 
as Roosevelt’s friend s whom he fired were a 
part of the Democratic committeee — perhaps 
more so. 
I happen to have the record of Chotiner s ex ­ 
penses paid him by the Republican committee 
from June 1, 1954, to Jan. 28, 1956. It shows 
he received $5,085 in ex penses, largely for tele- 
|gio ne calls. 
His heaviest ex penses occurred d uring the 
1954 congressional campaign, which the Eisen­ 
hower Ad ministration lost both in the House 
and Senate. 
Because of the d iscouraging GOP political pic­ 
ture, Chotiner, who had put across Nix on, Con- 
fressroan Joe Holt, and Congressman Glen Lip- 
aco mb In California, was called in as a trouble­ 
shooter. 
His first ex penses were mod est — 
$32.56 o n June 1, 1954; then $26.84 on June 21; 
then some heavy long-d istance telephoning on 
Aug. 4 which cost $66.93 and $256.36; then more 
telephone calls on Sept. 13, costing the rather 
large sum of $564.06.

Want. Guy Lombard o was q uoted the other d ay 
as say ing that nice music, like nice people, will 
alway s win out. He said he isn’t the least bit 
worried about rock and roll or progressive jazz. 
He paid tribute to a fellow band lead er, Lawrence 
Welk, for reviving ea sy, d anceable music on tele­ 
vision. 
May be it’s coincid ence but neither Lombard o 
nor Welk is a prod uct of the big city . Guy be­ 
gan as a boy musician out of Lond on. Ont., and 
Welk started in Yankton, S. D., and Omaha. As 
teen-agers both were play ing to small town 
d ance crowd s. Welk, for instance, has probably 
appeared in most of the Legion Halls in Ne­ 
braska and Iowa. 
Both men learned early what the people want­ 
ed . Lombard o took his sweet music to Montreal 
and wowed sophisticated aud iences there, Welk 
d iscovered that what went over in Mind en, Neb., 
and Sac City , Iowa, was precisd y what was 
enjo y ed in New York and Los Angeles and by 
television aud iences every where. 
May be Lombard o and Welk are “corny ,** as 
the critics say , but Guy has been around for 
80 y ears and Lawrence for 20, and it's a good 
bet they will still be going strong when rock 
and ro ll is as d ead as bebop. 


Telepho ne Technique 
It should be remembered that Chotiner is cre­ 
d ited with the anony mous telephone techniq ue 
used so effectively against Congresswoman Hel­ 
en Gahagan Douglas and Congressman Jerry 
Voorhis when Nix on d efeated them. This was 
the techniq ue of getting minute women or Lib­ 
erty Belles, or paid operators to call up voters 
and announce; 
“Did y ou know that Mrs. Douglas had strong 
Communist sy mpathies’ I thought it was my 
d uty to tell y ou.’’ 
Chotiner is also cred ited with the id ea of 
comparing Mrs. Douglas’ voting record with that 
of the late Congressman Marcantonio of New 
York in ord er to make it appear that she was 
a “Communist by association.’’ 'These two tech­ 
niq ues helped materially in electing Nix on to 
the Senate in 1 ^ , 
Chotiner’s telephone ex penses paid him by 
the GOP committee would ind icate that, on« 
way or the other, he still relied on the tele­ 
phone in the 1954 election. 
Cho tlner’i Influence 
On Sept. 26, 1 ^ , the GOP paid him another 
$435.16 for ex penses; on Oct. 5, another $378.40; 
on Oct. 13. anoth« * $289.59; and on Nov, 10, 
just after the election, the national committee 
paid him $871.40 to clean up most of his ex ­ 
penses. 
Regular checks kept going to Chotiner. how­ 
ev er, both in small d riblets and large amounts, 
the largest being $851.32 on May 13, 1955. 
All these, totaling $5.085 for a y ear and a half, 
came fro m the GOP national committee 
in 
Washingto n. 
An ad d itional check for $151.47 
was paid him by the GOP congressional com­ 
mittee on May 31, 1955. 
In other word s, Chotiner was right in the 
mid d le of high-up GOP politics, where influence 
counts just as it counted in the d ay s when 
Roosevelt fired his close friend s from the Dem­ 
ocratic committee. 
People caught with their hand s in the public 
till naturally gravitate to lawy ers with influ­ 
ence. That was why FDR tried to remove in­ 
fluence from Democratic committeemen in 1933 
and it was also why Chotiner picked up interest­ 
ing clients in 1953. They knew he was a man 
of influence, and he proved it by being able 
to go in and out of the White House and have 
phone calls mad e for him. 
It was all just as simple as that. 
NOTE — The above d oes not includ e the ex ­ 
tremely close relationship Chotiner enjoy ed with 
Vice Presid ent Nix on as his personal attorney , 
or the public relations lectures he gave before 
the “Len Hall campaign school’’ — about which, 
more later.

The best time to make sure 
that the stand ing and sitting posi­ 
tions wü l be aatisfactory is d uring 
y outh. 
It is encouraging that those who 
d esign school furniture—and the 
d esigners of seats in buses, rail- 
roa(to, airpl^ies, nK>vie theaters, 
uid other public facilities — are 
coming to realize the importance 
of comfortable seating which helps 
to build up or maintain good sit­ 
ting 
posture. 
When

person 
stand s, k is entirely 
to the 
ind ivid ual. 
There are three basic postures: 
stand ing, sitting, and ly ing. 
Good stand ing position d oes not 
necessarily mean stand ing at at­ 
tention as req uired on the parad e 
grcNind . As a matter (rf fact, long 
continued stand ing at attention 
stows the blood circulation and 
too much blood gathers in the 
tower ex trwniü es. Ihis ex plains 
the faintiAg whkh sometimes hap­ 
pens to military men held at at­ 
tention for toi« period s.

Janet Leigh and Victor Mature. 
Jones is one of ^¡wo .Americans 
among the 30 to 40 white hunters 
in British blast 
Africa.

Wally is among the youngest. The 
carter of a white hunter is rela­ 
tively short.

France is knowm to be unhappy 
about U.S. refusal to shaire respon­ 
sibility for France’s recent sale 
to L^ael of 12 French-built jet 
f ilte r s .

N.ATO under a U.S. contract with 
F raw e. 
The 
U.S. 
g ov ernment 
ag reed to reliev e France of its 
commitment to deliv er them to 
NATO, but France had to assume 
responsibility for sending them to 
Israel. 
Dulles is reliably understood to 
hav e told Lloy d and Pineau the 
United States in this way can 
facilitate arm s shipments to Israel 
and that it stands ready to m ake 
sim ilar actions easy in the future.
